Remaining claims 3, 5 - 1 9, 27, - 31 , 38 - 41 , 43 - 50, 52, 55, and 56 are 
allowed in view of Applicant's amendments and arguments. As argued, the prior art of 
record fail to teach determining if travel on a learned route is likely based upon 
request/query, through an in-vehicle terminal/cellular telephone whose location 
associated with a value is periodically recorded in conjunction over a period of time, of 
an associated traffic information database pertaining to the learned route and delivering 
the traffic information via the terminal/cellular telephone to a user based upon travel 
direction and a predicted destination.
